At Dragon Lady and Regret It

WESTERN FRONT, Korea, 
July 28 (AP)—American Marines 
today got their first look at the 


Dragon Lady—the Communist 
siren with a loudspeaker. She 
should have stayed at home. 

The Dragon Lady and a troupe 
of Chinese entertainers came out 
on a frontline outpost hill and 
staged a show for the Marines 
a few hundred yards away. 

The Dragon Lady has been 
making frontline broadcasts for 
months. In fact, there may be 
more than one Dragon Lady 
singing Korean. and Chinese 
songs and making propaganda 
broadcasts. 

She had never been seen by 
Allied troops, so when she ap- 
peared this morning in the open, 
broadcasting with a microphone 
from the small hill, Marines 
dived for telescopes and field 
glasses. 

They saw a slight, moon-faced 


khaki uniform. She wore a 
slouch cap pulled down over her 
long straight black hair. 

Her shoes were the regulation 
canvas and rubber shoes worn 
by ordinary soldiers. If she had 
any glamour the Marines 
couldn't see it. 

The Chinese put on an orien- 
tal road show for the marines. 

They said that now that an 
armistice was signed and the 
fighting stopped they hoped the 
Americans would go home soon. 
Personally, one Marine said, he 
thought it was a good idea. 

The Chinese’ entertainers 
spread banners saying, “long 
live peace.” 

The Dragon Lady sang several 
songs in a soft, pleasant voice 
The Marines  appreciatively 
knocked off work and listened.

The movement for a metro- 
politan police department for 
St. Louls county was launched 
officially last night as 10 mem- 
bers of a citizens’ 
to study law enforcement held 
their first meeting at Clayton 
and elected officers.

Points Out Purposes. 

Rather, he said, the commis- 
sion’s purpose should be to 
study the law enforcement sys- 
tem and applicable laws, exam- 
ine procedures and practices and 
recommend permanent changes.

Nas- 
sau county, however, has a po- 
lice force of about 1100 offi- 
cers, compared with St. Louis 
county’s small sheriff's staff 
and multiplicity small munici- 
pal departments.

Of the 1648 casualties among service men from this area, 
317 were killed in action, 1078 wounded and 99 missing in action. 
There were 88 injured. Names of 38 men, listed earlier as missing 
in action, have appeared on Communist lists as prisoners of war. 

In World War II the St. Louis area total of men killed in 
action was 2795, compared with 317 lost in Korea, where United 
States military units have been in action since shortly after the

000,000. 

Farmers sold more crops and 
livestock and livestock products 
than during the first half of last 
year, but prices averaged 10 per 
catit lower, 

Receipts from livestock and 
livestock products totaled §$8,- 
200,000,000, or a reduction of 8 
per cent from a year ago. Most 
of this decline was due to lower 
prices for cattle and calves. 
Crop receipts in the first six 
months totaled $4,400,000,000 
about the same as in 1952. 

The department said the de- 
cligde in farm income from a 
year-ago has been getting larg- 
er month by month. In June, 
for example, receipts were down 
13. per cent from the corre- 
sponding month last year. 

The department predicted 
that the combined production of 
crops and livestock this year 
may be about the same as the 
1952 record. The agency’s July 
crop. report indicated that crop 
output may be the third largest 
of record. Production of live- 
stock and livestock products are 
likely to be the largest of rec- 
ord. '

issues in Korea on Aug. 17. The specific issues confronting the 


assembly appgar to be these: 

1. What nations should at- 
tend the post-armistice political 
conference on Korea? 


2. Where should the confer- 
ence be held? 

3. What should it discuss? 

The armistice agreement 
signed at Panmunjom leaves the 
answers to these questions up in 
the air, providing only that both 
sides—the U.N. Command and 
the Communists — will recom- 
mend that a conference “of a 
higher level” be held within 90 
days after a truce to “settle 
through negotiation the. ques- 
tions of the withdrawal of all 
foreign forces from Korea, the 
peaceful settlement of the Ko- 
rean question, etc.” 

The Chinese Issue. 


Behind the specific issues be- 
fore the Assembly, however, is 
the more significant question of 
Chinese representation in the 
U.N. The Soviet Union has de- 
veloped an almost traditional 
practice of opening nearly every 
session of any U.N. body by de- 
manding tbat Nationalist China 
be unseated in favor of dele- 
gates from the Peiping regime. 
U.N. observers considered it 
likely that Russia will not pass 
up the opportunity to make this 
move again when the Assembly 
opens. 

It is just as certain that the 
move will be defeated, just as it 


has been in the past, on the 
ground that the time will not be 
appropriate for a discussion of 
this issue. 

The United States is known to 
hold the view that, the armsitice 
agreement notwithstanding 
Communist China is still a bel- 
ligerent in the Korean war and 
that there will be plenty of time 
to discuss the Chinese repre- 
sentation question after the po- 
litical conference—if that con- 
ference is successful in dealing 
with the specific matter of uni- 
fying Korea. 

Other Knotty Problems. 

The more specific questions 
before the Assembly, however, 
imply consideration of the same 
problem and others gust as 
knotty. A basic issue is whether 
the Assembly should attempt to 
make recommendations about 
the entire make-up of the post- 
armistice conference or should 
confine itself merely to deciding 
what nations should represent 
the U.N. at the conference. 

If the Assembly decides that 
it has responsibility for making 
recommendations for the entire 
composition of: the conference, 
it seems likely that Russia will 
be among those recommended. 
If not, the Assembly must de- 
cide whether or not it is obli- 
gated to include the Soviet 
Union among those nations rep- 
resenting the U.N. 

Regardless of the outcome of 
debate on this question, the As- 
sembly will have to designate 
some nations, and here again 
the issue of Chinese representa- 
tion will be involved. Nationalist 
China is considered certain to 
demand participation in the con- 
ference. 


The Vnited States, as the 
a “ 


chief supporter of the Formosa 
government in the U.N., may be 
called on to push for Nationalist 
China’s representation. But del- 
egates are inclined to doubt that 
the Communist Chinese will sit 
at the same table with delegates 
from Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s administration. 

All sorts of formulas are being 
advanced at U.N. headquarters 
to get around this problem. 

One would have the U.N. rep- 
resented at the conference by 
the 16 nations who fought in 
Korea as the U.N. Command. 
This would omit Nationalist 
China, but would also omit 
India, thes ponsor of the Assem- 
bly resolution on prisoners of 
war that ultimately formed the 
basis for final agreement on a 
Korean armistice. Indian sources 
have made it clear that they in- 
tend to press for a seat at the 
conference.

Although the committee would

Intrigue in Illinois 

The summary ousting of Dr. George D, Stod- 
dard from the presidency of the University of 
Illinois climaxes a dirty political intrigue that 
by now must Nave spread a sense of shame over 
Illinols from Cedarville to Cairo. It tells the 
country a lot about the nine men and women 
who are on the university's Board of Trustees 
and its two ex-officio members, Gov. Stratton 
and State Superintendent of Instruction Nickell. 

Whatever six of the trustees may say, George 
Stoddard is an educator of stature. He was al- 
ready such a man when he left the chancellor- 
ship of the University of the State of New York 
to come out to Urbana in 1946. In his seven 
years at Illinois, he became known widely as an 
administrator who stands firmly for honesty in 
research and integrity in teaching. Throughout 
the Stoddard tenure, the University of Illinois 
had a president who guarded carefully the tre- 
mendous investment which the people of Illinois 
have in their large university. 

The trustees significantly did not explain the 
reason for their “no confidence” vote. They is- 
sued no bill of particulars. They went into a 
long secret session, heard a motion by a new 
Republican trustee, ex-football player Harold 
E. (Red) Grange, to put Dr. Stoddard in a po- 
sition that would force his resignation, At mid- 
night, a majority voted for the motion and Dr. 


Stoddard was, for all practical purposes, dis- © 


charged. Out of administrative office with him 
went the provost, Dr. Coleman R. Griffith., 
. 


How deep the intrigue goes can be judged 


.from the background. The Champaign News 


Gazette describes the ouster as “the finish of a 
job undertaken in June 1950, when Grange was 
nominated for trustee at a stormy Republican 
State Convention in Peoria, where an alumni- 
recommended candidate was dumped in favor of 
the football hero.” 

The International News Service, in a dispatch 
frém Springfield, goes so far as to say that Gov. 
Stratton “personally directed the campaign to 
oust Dr. Stoddard.” The INS quotes an admin- 
istrative aid of the Governor as saying that 
Gov. Stratton “put the finishing touches on a 
campaign to compel the educator to resign.” 

Why should men like Stratton and Nickell and 
Grange want to be rid of an outstanding educa- 
tor? If an opinion may be ventured from the 
outside, it is less because of the. personal 
faults Dr. Stoddard may have or minor differ- 
ences between him and the board of trustees. It 
is because he understands the function of a 
university in our society and the role of the uni- 
versity teacher as a citizen. From this came the 
clashes that aroused the political hatchet men 
at Springfield. 

The trouble over krebiozen, the so-called can- 
cer drug, and reseatch at the University’s Col- 
lege of Medicine, was only one of a series of 
controversial issues. Dr. Stoddard backed up 
those members of the Illinois faculty who took 
a strong stand against the Broyles bills to estab- 
lish an elaborate system of loyalty oaths for 
teachers and officials. He continued his interest 
in UNESCO after the U.N. opponents criticized 
him for it. He stood firm against the legislative 
cabal, headed by Republican State Representa- 
tive Reed Cutler, which worked unsuccessfully 
to prohibit educational television at the uni- 
versity. 

* * * 

At one hearing this spring Senator Broyles 
attacked Dr. Stoddard so violently that fellow 
committee members called a halt for Broyles’s 
own good. And after the educator bested the 
legislative minions of the Illinois Broadcasters’ 
Association on the TV issue, Representative Cut- 
ler said openly that he was out to get Dr. Stod- 
dard removed. It was in such a climate of bitter- 
ness and personalities that the ouster was voted. 

Although he was not successful, Illinois owes 
a debt of gratitude to Trustee Wayne A. John- 
ston, president of the Illinois Central Railroad, 
who did his best to keep his fellow trustees 
from taking their reprehensible step. To their 
credit, Trustees Herbert Megran and Wirt Her- 
rick stood with Mr. Johnston for Dr. Stoddard. 
~The losers in this unfortunate removal are 
the people of lilinois, whose university has been 
dealt a hard blow. As for George Stoddard, he 


_will’come out all right. Already some of the 


members of the faculty at Washington Univer- 
sity are talking of him as a possible successor 
to retiring Chancellor Arthur Holly Compton. 
This is certain: wherever George D. Stoddard is, 
he will be a progressive and four-square member 
of the community—a distinguished citizen.

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The President’s Sound Caution 
No part of President Eisenhower's message 
to the people Sunday night on the Korean truce 
is of more continuing importance than his warn- 
ing against reading too much into a egeettion 
in hostilities. 

The President, in his singuiaety appropriat- 
short talk, did well to emphasize these word: 
about midway through his announcement Of the 
good news: 


Now as we strive to bring about the. wis 
dom (of composing differences before 
rather than after brutal and futile battle), 
there is in this moment of 
one thought that must discipline our @mo- 
tions and steady our resolutions. It is this: 

We have won an armistice on a ; 
battleground—not peace in the week 
may not now relax our guard ner cease pd 
quest. 

Throughout the coming months, du 
the period of prisoner screening and ex- 
change and during the possibly longer pe- 
riod of the political conference which looks 
toward the unification of Korea, we and our 
United Nations allies must be vigilant 
against the possibility of untoward devel- 
opments. 


The serious way in which the news was. ‘re- 
ceived, the evident lack of jubilation, suggests 
that the country as a whole realizes that while 
a necessary first step has been taken down 
the road to peace, the step is none too sure and 
at any moment the course could be lost. 

Is the country ahead of Congress? Only time 
will show. Fortunately there is little time re- 
maining in the present session in which Con- 
gress might impose further dangerous cuts in 
the defense, foreign aid and information pro- 
grams. Given the time the meat ax economizers 
doubtless would have used the truce as an 
excuse to chop more heavily. . 

No one can be sure of the Communist moti- 
vation. We may fervently hope that this agree- 
ment to an armistice represents a change of 
heart. We can be safe only if we protect our- 
selves against a possible change in Soviet 
strategy, designed to cause us to relax and the 
allies to drift apart. 

After World War II, the United. States almost 
overnight folded up its great defense machine 
and sent the boys home. It was the costliest 
mistake in American history. Everyone with 
any memory at all will want to guard every 
day against a possible trend to repeating that 
same grave error. Any next time might be fatal. 
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Thirty Cents for Your Pretection 

The $37,700,000 which the House Appropria- 
tions committee recommends for civil defense is 
less than 30 cents for each person in thé United 
States. New York State has put up more than 
60 per cent that much for civil defenge within 
its own borders. The Senate . Appropriations 
committee has recommended increasing the 
amount to $61,150,000. 

President Truman had requested. $150,000,000 
and President Eisenhower has requested $125,- 
000,000. So there is no great difference between 
what the two Administrations, regardless of 
party, have thought is needed. 

Do the Appropriations committees seriously 
think our civil population can be protected for 
30 to 60 cents a head? Or are they merely 
throwing a sop to advocates of civil prepardness? 
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Trade, Aid and Feathers 
“Goofy” is the only word for some of the 
restrictions being placed gn imports these days. 
For example, the Department of the Interior 
proposes to take at least an indirect hand in the 


raising of barriers by restricting American fly- 


tiers to 1000 mandarin duck “skins” a year. 
Similar restrictions also are proposed for other 
species. 


These quantities are not nearly sufficient to 


_meet the growing demand of fishermen who 


use the feathers to shape lures for trout. and 
salmon. What's worse, the proposed regulations 
have been interpreted as forbidding the impor- 
tation of flies tied abroad. 

The rules hardly contribute to the protection 
of these birds. Those abroad will continue to be 
killed primarily for food. At home, the protec 


tion of*one species will lead only to the com-— 


mercial killing of another. The feathers of the 
wood duck probably will be substituted for 
those of the mandarin. Instead of importing 
feathers which are a mere by-product abroad, 
we will step up the slaughter of birds at home. 

Organizations of anglers are getting «uite 
worked up about this situation. To the non-fish- 
erman or the angler who uses worms and mi 
nows, it may well seem somewhat on the te 
side. Bat it is important insofar as it illustrates 
the working of some Washington minds just 
when the Administration is urging trade as a 
substitute for aid. 


Hollywood Shucks a Tax 

Hollywood jo demonstrated.that it is as 
good at salesmanship as showmanship. It has 
persuaded Congress to lift the 20 per cent tax 
on movie admissions. This was bringing 
$100,000,000 a year to the Treasury, and it is 
now up to President Eisenhower to say whether 
this amount can be given up at a time when his 
Administration is still far from producing that 
balanced budget.

Europe Loses Confidence in U.S. 


The Mirror

Free Europe's shocked reaction to McCarthyism is one sign of 
declining American leadership, commentator says; Secretary 
Dulles’s “liberation” talk is another; Europeans ask how much 
U.S. wants peace; agreement to talk with Russia may check fear. 


Joseph C. Harsch in an N.B.C, Radio Commentary on KSD From London 


I have visited Europe every two years 
since the end of.the war. There can, 
I , be no doubt about what the 
most prominent single feature is this 
summer. It is the widespread, really 
appalling decline of European confi- 
dence in American leadership. 


That decline has for the moment been 
checked by Washington’s agreement to 
participate in talks with the Russians. 


This is not because Europeans, 
any more than Americans, indulge 
in foolish optimism | 
about the prospect 
of peace emerging 
from talks with the 
Russians. There is

Peace Talk Comes First 


Washington had laid down its own 
pre-conditions for such talks: there 
would have to be free elections in Ger- 
many, a peace treaty for Austria, and a 
truce in Korea. Europe had revolted 
against what it regarded as impossible 
pre-conditions; Europe has in turn im- 
posed its own pre-condition upon Amer- 
ica, It has declared in effect that it 
won't follow American leadership one 
step further unless its own pre-condi- 
tion of willingness to talk with the Rus- 
sians had first been met. 

If the talks with the Russians fall, 
as almost everyone in Europe agrees 
that they well may, then Europe will 
be ready to re-accept some measure of 
American leadership, but the talks must 
come 

There is wide disagreement among 
those who studied the decline of Amer- 
ican influence in Europe over its causes. 
The popular tendency is to attribute it 
all to Senator Joseph McCarthy. 

The only place where he is not at- 
tacked is in the Communist press. 
There he is ignored, but if the Com- 
munists watch him with pleasure or 
with bewilderment, I do not know.

To the European mind, conditioned 
by Fascism before the war and Com- 
munism after the war, a network of 
private agents spying on the officials 
of the Government can only mean one 
thing—it can only mean someone pre- 
paring to seize power in order to estab- 
lish a dictatorship. 

For example, you could never explain 
to Chancellor Adenauer in Germany in 
acceptable democratic terms the kind 
of thing which has happened to the 
American diplomatic establishment in 
Germany.

Neither the German Chancellor nor 
any other European Prime Minister 
would even permit one of his diplomats 
to be driven from his post by legisla- 
tive pressures. 

Such things do not happen in free 
European countries—they have hap- 
pened to a whole series of American 
diplomats all. over Europe. 


Cause of the Decline 


So far as the American Information 
Services in Europe are concerned, they 
might almost as well go home. One 
American who resigned recently from 
Munich did so saying a missionary can- 
not afford to accept sympathy from 
people he is trying to convert. 

The damage is even more direct than 
that. Europe’s impression of Senator 
McCarthy has deprived anti-Commu- 
nists of respectability. French police 
today are not bringing Communist lead- 
ers to trial. In today’s mood in France, 
the police could not obtain convictions 
in court against them. The Frenchman 

too inclined to say that if anti-Com- 
munism and McCarthyism are the same 
thing, then he wants no part of anti- 
Communism. 

However, this reporter does not agree 
with the view that Senator McCarthy 
is the cause of the decline of American 

prestige and influence in Europe. 
Where it actually began is a matter of

In this first full-length treatment of 
thé famous Texas cattleman Col. Pierce, 
the author has tapped many sources— 
court records, talks with old timers, 
newspaper chronicles and the corres- 
pondence of old Shanghai himself.

NOUGEH money is what people hope they will have on a 

trip or a vacation. It must be enough to pay for a room, 

meals and transportation. That raises a question whether 
prices have gone up much since last year and whether 
waiters, porters and others are still satisfied with a 15-per- 
cent tip. 

Enough money provokes a specter of being handsomely 
entertained by an acquaintance of means and having to 
repay the enfértainment in kind and just as handsomely. 
It takes in the prospect of feeling out of it unless"member- 
ship is taken in a casino or a cabana is owned. 

Enough money involves having cash for theater tickets 
bought at scalpers’ prices, for side trips such as deep-sea 
fishing and sharing the expense of chartering a boat. It 
cannot overlook the likelihood of temptations to invest in 
a fur coat or a bolt of woolens sufficient te make a suit 
or an Oriental rug or a mahogany highboy put up at 
auction and presenting the chance of a lifetime. 

Enough money demands that some provision be made 
for getting hold of a fresh supply in case of a sudden 
serious illness, the smashing of an automobile, the possible 
hiring of a lawyer and other court expenses, to say nothing 
of cash with which to pay bail. 


In short, as the time for taking off approaches, the 
prospect of being among strangers and penniless becomes 
more vivid and terrifying. In view of the long array of 
heavy costs to which a person may be put doubling the 
estimate seems inadequate. Tripilng or quadrupling is 
more in keeping with the situation. 

It is at that point tha every power of persuasion 
must be brought on the person responsible for having 
enough money to keep him from demagding that they stay 
safely at home.

She gave him this lesson three 
days in succession. The “explorer’ understood and, as most 
children would, accepted the situation.

Whatever method is employed, children must be taught 
to respect the rights of neighbors. That should be firmly 
set in their minds. If children are permitted to wander at 
will there will be trouble, and a neighbor, who might 
have been a friend, becomes hostile to the “explorer” and 
his parents.

Big Names Have Deserted Film Capital 


To Make Movies in Foreign Countries; 


Congress Has Bill Which Would End 


Exemptions on Earnings Made Abroad (a '

OW long will Uncle Sam 

continue to play Patsy be- 

fore damming the fast-rising 
tide of top-earning Hollywood 
film stars rushing abroad to de- 
prive him of millions annually 
through a tax exemption clause 
never meant for them? 


Not much longer—if the House 
of Representatives in Washing- 
ton has its way. An omnibus 
tax bill which the House ap- 
proved last week would repeal 
the present law granting the tax 
exemption. The bill is awaiting 
Senate action, as the Congress 
nears adjournment of its pres- 
ent session. 

In the meantime, while a 
dozen leading film personalities 
mear the end of self-imposed 
tax-saving sentences abroad, 
dozens more are hopefully either 
just beginning to settle down to 
the 18-month stands or are get- 
ting their passports and their 
film commitments in order. 


The epidemic has spread from 
stars to lesser actors and to such 
a dangerous stage that today 
Hollywood is almost a _ ghost 
town, bereft of much of the 
glamour and the gossip these 
luminaries engender when 
they're operating in town. Now 
most of the old “Hollywood 
scandal” emanates from Europe 
and Mexico and South America. 


The various motion picture 
crafts and unions have sounded 
a warning, too. But the studios 
themselves, strangely enough, 
have failed to raise even a pro- 
testing whisper. Furthermore, 
the bosses have aided and en- 
couraged the stars by schedul- 
ing picture assignments abroad 
and by sending supporting casts 
and technicians to help them 
achieve their financial goals. 
Mexico, South America and 
European points are making as 
many films today as Hollywood 
—and taxes are almost alto- 
gether responsible. 


Stars such as Alan Ladd, who 
has been in England for eight 
months and intends to remain 
somewhere outside the United 
States for the rest of the 18- 
month time limit, defend them- 
selves against their critics with 
the logical reply: “It’s the law of 
the land. It is meant for every 
person. So, why should we, whose 
years of high earning power are 
so limited, be denied the privi- 
leges accorded other citizens?” 


The amendment to the income 
tax law, passed two years ago, 
was designed to encourage engi- 
neers and other skilled hands to 
go abroad and help build mili- 
tary installations and economic 
developments for the Govern- 
ment. The generous gesture 
exempted any United States citi- 
zen who spent 17 out of 18 con- 
secutive months abroad from 
paying taxes on money earned 
abroad during that period. 


Naturally, no one around the 


halls of Congress thought about . 


the “skilled” workers in the 
Hollywood film star factories. 
But the ink on the congressional 
printing press was barely dry 
before Gene Kelly spotted its 
possibilities. With his lawyers 
and those representing his stu- 
dio, M.G.M., Kelly went into 
action—and within a few weeks 
was on his way to Europe—with 
a full program of productions 
laid out to last him a good two

years. 

This was a happy circumstance 
for pioneer Kelly. He had sud- 
denly climbed, through his over- 
night popularity as a dancer, di- 
rector and producer (“An Amer- 
ican in Paris”), into a top wage 
bracket. He could well use the

save on the venture. Actually, 
Kelly became (a month ago) the 
first Hollywood star to complete 
his 14-year exile.

could approve and even sponsor 
such a wholesale exodus of 
talent to other countries.

And this, 
in the face of television’s con- 
tinued threat, would seem to 
add up to nothing less than in- 
dustry suicide.
